Detailed Action 
Response to Amendment 

1. Applicant's arguments filed on 1/16/2009 regarding claims 1-9, 1 1-29 have been fully 
considered. Claims 10, 30-31 have been canceled by applicant. Claims 1-9, 1 1-29 are currently 
pending. 

EXAMINER'S STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present application relates to providing a method of wirelessly transmitting a multi- 
carrier communication signal between a base station and a plurality of users, including the 
unique steps of: 

"communicating the class type of the user to a MAC scheduler; and 
the MAC scheduler scheduling all transmission between the base station and the user by 
assigning transmission frequency slots and transmission time slots to the user, wherein a number 
of frequency slots assigned to the user per time slot is based on the class type of the user." 

The closet prior arts, Ward et al. (USP 6,985,455) and Moisio (US Publication 
2003/0054829), disclose a method for assigning a combination type based on the radio channel 
quality and assigning time slots and frequency to users based on different channel quality 
classifications. However, Ward and Moisio fail to anticipate or render obvious the above quoted 
limitations of the present application. This renders the claims allowable.
